1! ut the ship kept ap- 
proewhing and the nteamer had hacked so far 
that the white water was juH nhonl even 
wilh lha funnels, when suddenly Iho ship 
turned about, crossing the btws, and sli 
struck her Jihlioom on our «nchor slock, 
myself was on deck by Ibis time, nnd under- 
standing that erica for help had been heard, 
from Ihe water, ordered Ihe hoatato bo 
lowered, thinking that psrhaps some Bailors 
hM been at work on the jib >t the limo of 
the collision and hud been swept overboard 
The ship ils«lf Bailed off u if nothing had 
happened, and, after keeping Iho steamer 
"hove to" about three hours without finding 
anything, I ordered Iho bells lo ring to go 
ahead.

the largo class whose expenditures equal 
and often excocd thoir earnings, and who 
never Iny by a cent because it costs so much 
to live. We often sco tho wives of artisans 
who would bo reduced lo poverty by a few 
months' or even weeks' lo?.s of employment, 
buying their dinners. They do not ns a rulo, 
p'jrchnso the nock pieces and cheap joints, 
but hleaks, chops, roasta.ote. Thin is exlrav- 
igant and unwise, for most nppotizing disb- 
fs may bo prepared of [ho former by proper 
cooking and a judicious lisa of suitnlilo vege- 
tables.

Secretary of Warnnder President Pierce, 
became president of the Confederate Slates 
of America, a government which somo of 
our readers will romcmlxr as having had a 
sort of existence in Iho Southern part of Ibis 
country a fow years ago.
